HOW RESTAURANT CUPS 
WERE BROKEN. 


A large restaurant in Sydney was disturbed 
at the number of cups, amounting to several 
hundred dozen a year, broken in its washing- 
up department, states Reuter’s Correspondent. 
At first the management supposed that the 
type of crockery used was unsuitable for a 
restaurant, but this was found not to be the 
reason. 

Then the Australian Institute of Industrial 
Psycheclogy was called in, although the 
psychological reaction of the washers-up to 
their work was not a prominent feature of 


the affair. With the aid of an instrument 
resembling a miniature’ pile-driver the 
Institute soon found how the cups got 


smashed, 

Elaborate tesis were made and inquiries 
set on foot. The investigating officer found 
that the washers-up were in the habit of stack- 
ing the cups one inside the other to dry. 
He also discovered that many of the cups 
had a vertical crack on one side of the rim 

Here the little pile-driver was brought into 
action. A round wooden plug was dropped 
into the cup from a height of 18 inches. 
Nothing happened. ‘Then a piece of thick 
wire was fitted to the plug and again it was 
dropped into a cup. This time the cup 
cracked. ‘The experiment was tried again 
Again the cup cracked. 

So the Australian Institute of Industrial 
Psychology decided that the handles of the 
cups acted as a wedge, and when the cups 
were piled one on top of the other pressure 
was unevenly distributed, and the cup at the 
bottom of the pile split. It was, therefore, 
suggested that the cups should not be piled 
one on top of the other, but placed to dry 
side by side. This is being Ree-and the 
cups are lasting longer now.

NURSE WHO SERVED 
IN FOUR WARS. 


REACHES THE AGE OF 102. 


America’s “ Florence Nightingale ' is now 
102, writes Reuter from San Francisco. She 
is Mrs. Minerva Hartmann, believed to he 
the world’s oldest war nurse—a little, rugged- 
faced woman, who now ekes out a precarious 
living in a San Francisco suburb by doing 
crochet work. 

“ Minerva —as she ia affectionately 
known throughout the United States—served 
in four. wars—the American Revolutionary 
War, the Indian War, the Spanish War and 


the Philippine Insurrection—but ‘she has 
never drawn a pension from the American 
Government, because the records of her 


service have been lost. 

For the past twenty-eight years she has 
lived in an old house known as “ Minerva’s 
Fort.” Some years ago the people of Cali- 
fornia started a fund to place her in better 
surroundings, but she refused to move or to 
accept a penny of the money. 

When a great highway was being made 
to San Francisco fróm the South, ‘‘ Minerva’s 
Fort ’’ was in the way. Mrs. Hartmann would 
not give up her home, so the engineers 
building the road raised the house on 
‘‘ stilts.."” It now stands high above the 
road, and is approached by a as flight of 
wooden steps, 

Mrs. Hartmann was born in Canton, Ohio, 
and was a school-teacher before becoming a 
nurse. She is-a great admirer of Florence 
Nightingale, whom she met in London. For 
many years they kept up a correspondence. 
“I cherish my acquaintance with that great 
lady more than with anyone else,’’ Mrs. 
Hartmann declares. In spite of her age, 
Mrs. Hartmann has good health, works with- 
out the aid of spectacles, and frequently 
addresses religious and other meetings.

BIG DEMAND FOR

A child of seven, so emaciated that she is 


little more than a skeleton, is in hospital in 
San Juan Capristrano (California), recovering 
from the effects of having been kept in. @ 
chicken pen, it is alleged, by her own parents 
(states Reuter). She was imprisoned “ may, 
be for years” and fed on chicken food, 
according to the investigator of the Orange 
County District Attorney’s office, Mr. Robert 
Sandon. He has investigated the case as the 
result of reports made by neighbours. 

The girl is named Mary Ebarguarry. 
Occasionally she was let out of the chicken 
pen—to be “brutally beaten.’’ Mr. Sandon 
reports that Mary’s mother penned her up 
because she believed that her daughter had an 
‘evil eye,” and was able to “cast spells” on 
the other members of the family, which in- 
cludes six children. 

‘‘Apparently the parents rgfused her any 
food,” Mr. Sandon has stated, ‘‘.except such 
as is eaten’ by chickens; for the poor child 
seemed almost a skeleton. Her dress. was 
filthy and in tatters and her body and hair 
showed the effects of long neglect.”” Her 
condition indicated that she had been half- 
starved for a long period of time—it may be 
she has been imprisoned for years. 

“We have learned that she was permitted 
to leave the pen occasionally, but her freedom 
was usually marked by brutal beatings, ad- 
ministered to her by her brothers and sisters. 
Mrs. Thomas Ramos, the neighbour who- in- 
formed the authorities of Mary’s plight, de- 
clared that the disappearances of food from 
her larder had puzzled her for some time, 
and finally led to the terrible discovery. 

“She saw her little grandson take some 
bread from her house, rush down the garden 
and thrust it through the wire netting round 
the Ebarguarry’s chicken pen, Inside the pen 
was Mary. She seized the bread and ate 
it ravenonsly.”” Further investigation into the 
case is being made.

‘NATIONS WILL NOT SOON 
FORGET.” 


‘“T see no probability of another world 
war. Nations have come to their senses. 
They have not forgotten, and will not soon 
forget, the awful horror, misery and beastli- 
ness of the last conflict.”’ 

This statement was made by Mr. Frank B, 
Kellogg, co-author with M. Briand of the 
famous Kellogg Peace Pact, in commenting 
on the Senate’s investigation into the manu- 
facture of munitions, states Reuter from 
Washington. He is a former United States 
Secretary of State—or Foreign Minister. 

“There has been a lot of war scare talk, 
but we have not come to war yet,” Mr. 
Kellogg added. ‘‘ Disarmament conferences 
may fail temporarily because statesmen 
cannot agree to terms, but that is not a 
defeat for peace. Outlawry of war has to 
move slowly, because war has been an institu- 
tion for thousands of years. But every year 
that passes without war brings the world 
closer to its ultimate goal—universal peace.”’ 

He said that he viewed with real gratifica- 
tion the anti-war pacts, conciliation and arbi- 
tration agreements and other peace moves 
which had sprung up all over the world in

A VALUABLE GIFT, 


[In acknowledging the public spirit of Mr. 
Bender, he said that his gift would enable 
visitors to familiarise themselves with the 
delicacy and beauty of Far Eastern art—a 
province of art the universal importance of 
which was only now being really recognised. 
In his benefactions to art Mr. Bender had 
followed a fine American tradition, which he 
(President de rs hoped would be followed 
more widely by wealthy Irishmen, ‘They had 
every reason to be proud of their collections. 

In the National Museum, he said, we have 
a magnificent collection of pre-historic gold 
ornaments, which have come down from an age 
when the cultural influence of this little island 
must have been felt over large tracts of the 
European Continent. We have also an un- 
rivalled collection of early Christian relics 
belonging to the period following the collapse 
cf the Roman Empire, when iealeal took the 
leading part in spreading the Christian faith 
and restoring civilisation in Western Europe. 
In the exhibits from later periods the Museum 
contains beautiful specimens of Irish glass 
and silver work, which show that centuries 
of invasion and war did not extinguish the 
tradition of art and craftsmanship im Ireland. 
This collection of Irish glass and silver 1s, 
moreover, exhibited against the background of 
general European development in metal and 
in ceramics. The ceramic exhibits are espe- 
clally fine, and include a very famous collection 
not only of European glass, but also of 
Chinese and Japanese porcelain. 


MUSEUM'S PART. 


A national museum has a great part to play 
in the education of a people. It presents 
them with concrete evidence of the cultural 
development and achievements of their an- 
cestors and of their contemporaries in other 
countries, It enables them to appreciate the 
position of their country and race in relation 
to the various races, nations and civilisations 
which have contributed to the complex phen- 
omenon of world history, 

We, too, easily forget that we owe to the 
past that progress in the arts of civilisation 
which has made life so much easier for us 
than it was for our ancestors.’ Progress, 
however, has brought its own dangers. If. it 
has given us ever increasing leisure, it has 
left us with the problem of using that 
leisure rightly. Well used, the increase of 
leisure may be a great hoon to mankind; 
abused, it may very well wreck civilisation. 
One of the chief functions of an institution 
like this in our time is to enable men to 
employ their leisure to good purpose, to 
stimulate them to the cultural effort which 
will make them better men and. better 
citizens, I think the National Museum is 
doing that. I am sure that it would be able 
to do it more effectively if the value and 
interest of its contents were more widely 
known. I hope that one result of Mr. 
Bender’s gift will be to bring visitors in in- 
creasing numbers to see the splendid collec- 
tions housed in this building. 


OPENING CEREMONY,

INGLE - SEATER 
S wimarily for the protection of London 
bá aerial attack, general-purpose aero- 
planes which illustrate the latest form of mili 
tary flying machine that has been evolved to 
meet the needs of the Royal Air Force police 
and patrol work in the Middle East, improved 
models of twin-engined bombing aeroplanes, 
a direct control autogiro, an amphibian and 
a biplane built for use with the Fleet Air 
Arm that embodies a novel kind of ‘buoyant 
fuselage, make up the group of aeroplanes 
listed for inclus¢eon in the new type aircraft 
park at the Royal Air Force display at 
Hendon on June 30th next. 

Five of the new aeroplanes. come within 
the single-seater ‘‘fighter’’ category. One 
of them is an interceptor fighter, intended 
for the chase and interception of enemy 
raiders in the few minutes available from 
the moment of crossing the English coast and 
arrival over London, only sixty miles away. 
Four are defence fighters capable of remain- 
ing aloft for longer periods on one fuel load 
than the interceptors; and they are designed 
for operation by day and night. All five 
represent important advances in the design 
of this class of military aircraft which the 
British aircraft industry, stimulated by the 
severe tactical demands implicit in the 
proximity of London to foreign soil, has 
produced. ) 

The new “interceptor” is the Hawker 
high-speed “ Fury,” which in an earlier 
guise was Officially timed last year at a level 
speed of 250 miles per hour. This made it 
the fastest military aeroplane in the world, 
but since then it has been reconstructed, 
and, although no figure may yet be pub- 
lished, the craft can be assumed to be 
capable of still higher speeds. 


The ‘* Spitfire.’” 


Mr. R. J. Mitchell, designer of the famous 
racing seaplanes which, in 1927. 1929 and 
1931, won the Schneider Trophy for Great 
Britain and set new world speed records, has 
tackled single-seater fighter design for the 
first time in the Supermarine monoplane 
‘‘ Spitfire,’ an. all-metal, low-wing machine. 
Also among the ‘‘day and night ” fighters 
is a Hawker all-metal biplane that has been 
built as a private venture by the company. 
It derives power from a steam-cooled 
“ Goshawk ' motor and has a wing span of 
34 feet. 

Shaft drive between engine and airscrew, 
with the object of permitting unrestricted 
view for the pilot, is the main feature of the 
new Westland fighter, which is the first 
machine of its type to be flown successfully 
with this kind of propulsive mechanism.

The principal Act of 1929 fixed the limit at 

£250,000, and this was increased by the 

1951 Act to £550,000. 

The provision in the 1929 Act which made 
£8C the maximum individual grant is also 
revoked, and the new bill prescribes that the 
amount of an individual grant shall not 
exceed :— 

(a) in the case of a building grant made to 
the occupier of a dwelling-house where 
the rateable value (as stated in the 
valnation lists under the Valuation Acts) 
or the aggregate of the rateable values 
(as so stated) of such dwelling-house and 
all other (if any) land and premises held 
by such occupier does not exceed five 
pounds—the sum of ninety pounds; and 

(b) in the case of a building grant made to 
the occupier of a dwelling-house where 
the rateable value (as so stated) or the 
aggregate of the rateable values (as so 
stated) of such dwelling-house and all 
other (if any) land and premises held by 
such occupier exceeds five pounds but 
does not exceed ten pounds—the sum of 
eighty-five pounds, and 

(c) in every. other case—the sum of eighty 
pounds. 


LOANS AND GRANTS. 

The new bill varies in the 1929 Act regard. 
ing loans ir amplification of grants, and 
provides that the aggregate amount of a 
building grant and the loan made under the 
original Act in amplification of such building 


‘Ts new Housing (Gaeltacht) (Amend- 


The provisions of the 1929 Act, which gives 
preference to homes in which the 
language is used, are repealed, and such pro- 
visions are now restricted to Irish speakers. 
Section 4 sets out :— 

‘‘Notwithstanding anything contained in 
the Principal Act. grants and loans under that 


dwellinghouses in which the Irish language 
is habitually used as the home language ‘of 
the household, and accordingly so much of 
sub-section (3) of section 11 of the Principal 
Act as requires the Minister to give a prefer- 
ence to the occupiers of such dwellinghouses 
shall cease to have effect.” 

The provision in the 1929 Act which pro- 
vided that three-fifths of the grants should 
ba.made to electoral divisions in which the 
average valuation did not exceed twenty-one 
shillings is repealed.

MR. JOHN JOSEPH FAHIE. 


After a short illness Mr. John Joseph Fahie 
died on Tuesday at Broughton Tower, the 
residence of his step-son-in-law, Mr. Robert 
Rankin, M.P. Mr. Fahie was born at 
Tipperary in the year 1846, and was educated 
at a seminary in Ireland, and completed his 
education at the University of London. 
Shortly afterwards he entered the service of 
the Government of India, serving in Karachi, 
in the Persian Gulf. At Teheran, in Persia, 
he rose to a high position in the service, 
becoming second in command of the Govern- 
ment Telegrapiis. Whilst his service there | 
was obviously one of distinction he was better | 
known in the scientific circles which embraced | 
electrical telegraphy. In 1884 he wrote “ A | 
History of Electric Telegraphy.’” This | 
publication, containing the results of the. 
author’s advanced knowledge in this branch 
of science, was for many years regarded as 
an authoritative text book. He had for 
many years investigated, studied, and read 
data relating to the great Italian astronomer, 
Galileo, for which task he was especially well 
adapted owing to his knowledge of Italian. 
His comprehensive researches bore rich fruit 
when, in 1903, he wrote and published 
“ Galileo, his Life and Work.” ‘Taken in 
connection with this work his later 
“ Memorials of Galileo Galilei,’ which he 
wrote in 1929, created a record of Galileo 
which was unsurpassed. ‘The leading men of 
science on the Continent and in England have 
acclaimed these writings, and have acknow- 
ledged the debt which history owes to the 
author. 

Mr. Fahie, in 1932, produced what was re- 
garded as a masterpiece of his advanced age 
in ‘‘ A Memoir of Faraday,’’ accompanied by 
his own illustration which formed the prin- 
cipal memoir in the publication of the Faraday

Centenary number, published under the 
auspices of the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. Up to the end Mr, Fahie was in 


correspondence with present-day scientists, 
particularly with those connected with 
electrical and wireless discoveries who 
recognised the great extent of his knowledge 
Mr. Fahie retired from Persia in 1896, and 
subsequently resided on the Continent. His 
last. years were spent under the roof of his 
step-son-in-law, Mr. Robert Rankin, M.P., at 
Broughton Tower. He had always been 
attached to his step daughter, Mrs. Renee H. 
M. Rankin, who died in March, 1932. Apart 
from the deceased gentleman's distinguished 
career, his unassuming and gentle disposition 
endeared him greatly to his many friends and 
to all with whom he came in contact. 


MR. EDWARD PEARSON. 


The death has occurred of Mr. Edward 
Pearson, secretary of Messrs. Goodwin, china 
and hardware merchants, William street, 
Limerick. Mr. Pearson had acted as starter 
and handicapper at the Church Lads’ Brigade 
athletic sports on the 14th June, when a 
pistol which he was using for starting the 
competitors went off and injured his right 
hand. The injury at first seemed slight, but 
a few days ago it developed into tetanus, and 
he was removed to Barrington's Hospital. 
where he died. Mr. Pearson, who was zed 
forty-one and unmarried, was the third son 
of Mr. and Mrs. David Pearson, of Cooga 
House, Doon, County Limerick. For many 
vears he took the deepest interest in the 
Church Lads’ Brigade, and was commanding 
officer and captain of that corps. 

An inquest was held yesterday, and a 
verdict in accordance with the medical testi- 
mony wr3 returned. 


MR. JOHN BENNER. 

The death took place at Newport, Mon- 
mouthshire, South Wales, on Friday last of 
Mr. John Benner, barrister-at-law, who was 
in his seventy-second year. Born in Kerry, 
Mr. Benner was called to the Irish Bar 
during the Trinity term of 1909, and acted 
as law agent to Lord Kenmare at Killarney 
for a number of years. He married Dr. 
Mina Macfarland, of Glasgow, and had one 
son, who 1s at present a member of the 
Royal Air Force, and a daughter, who died 
young. For the past twenty years Mr. 

enner resided at Newport, where his wife 
did much to promote child welfare among 
the mining population. He took a. keen 
interest in archeology.

NAVAL SUPREMACY. 
AMERICAN CHARGES 
AGAINST BRITAIN. 
Frou Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 

NEW YORK, Monday. 


United States naval circles assert that 
Great Britain is planning to recapture her 
former supremacy on the sea, according to 
the Washington Correspondent of the 
World-leleqram. The United States, they 
are represented as saying, is faced with 
three courses: 

1. To spend $1,000,000, 000 (£200 ,000,000 ) 
on ships unsuitable for American require- 
inents ; 

2. To regain a free hand to build accord- 
ing to United States needs; or 

3. To abandon the idea of naval parity 
with Great Britain. 

Several factors can be seen behind the 
move, says the paper. Great Britain at 
present feels she can afford to build. She 
feels that the United States War debt is 
eliminated by virtual repudiation. War- 
ship construction would speed recovery at 
a cost less than appears on paper. 
Further, she thinks that it would afford 
protection against Japan in the Far East, 


and in regard to Australia and New 
Zealand. and would increase Dritish 
prestige.

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BIG LEGAL BATTLE IN

GIRL’S CHARGES AGAINST

Caldwell was formerly Miss Macmillan’s 
fiancé. 

The Premier already has emphatically 
denied all the statements in the claim 
against him. 

Miss Macmillan’s charge was originally 
made in September, 1933, but the case has 
been postponed several times.

are not necessarily intelligent men and 
women, and President de Valera’s colour- 
ful personality still has a certain amount 
of glamour for the thoughtless. One thing 
is quite certain. Fianna Fáil wil: poll 
its maximum strength. Its candidates will 
have the additional advantage of Labour’s 
second preferences, and the United Ireland 
Party will need the support of every pos- 
sible voter in order to claim a victory. We 
are convinced that a victory can be 
achieved ; for we still believe in the funda- 
mental sanity of the people of this 
country; but no chances must be taken. 
We appeal to all our readers to cast their 
votes. Large numbers of them, no doubt 
—and especially those who live in the 
rural districts—never have bothered pre- 
viously to vote at local elections, but on 
this occasion more than merely local issues 
are at stake. The present Government 
has won a certain measure of popularity 
as a result of its lavish expenditure of 
public money. It is not easy to convince 
those who have benefited that their gains 
have been more apparent than real, and 
that the doles, bounties, subsidies, pen- 
sions and all the rest of it must come 
ultimately from the public purse. For that: 
reason, probably, Fianna Fáil will obtain 
a large measure of support; but, if 
the more enlightened citizens go to the 
poll, it will be beaten. Abstention will 
be a crime against the people. In Mr.

Mr. Macdonald's Holiday. | 


Several baseless rumours, have followed 
the announcement that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald proposes to take a three 
months’ holiday, beginning next week. In 
fact, his vacation will be no “ diplomatic 
holiday,” but a genuine period of rest, 
prescribed by his physician and oculist. 
For some years past the Premier’s eyes 
have been giving him trouble—he under- 
went an operation in 1932~—and he has 
received fair warning that three months’ 
respite from all business is necessary to 
the improvement of his eyes. That is the 
whole story of his vacation, which has no 
political significance. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Macdonald’s departure for a limited time 
thay not be an unmixed evil. His 
influence in Great Britain at the present 
moment is very far from strong, and it 
is just possible that his departure will 
give a new lease of life to the National 
Government. Opposition to Mr. Macdonald 
and his colleagues has been growing in 
many quarters. There is a very general 
complaint that the Labour and Liberal 
elements of the Government wield far too 
much authority over its counsels in Fp-o- 
portion to their numbers, and that a 
Government support is pre- 
dominantly Conservative actually shows 
very few signs of Conservative influence. 
The detractors point with disapproval to 
its handling of the Indian situation, which 
has been treated on the traditional lines 
of British Socialism. They lament that— 
again in the manner of the Socialists— 
Great Britain has allowed her defences to 
sink far below the level of efficiency— 
though, indeed, the folly of this course 
has been admitted, and to some extent is 
repaired.

Yesterday the Corporation of Dublin 
elected Alderman Alfred Byrne as its 


Lord Mayor—for the fifth year in 
succession. Any man on whom.his fellow- 
citizens confer the highest honour is 


worthy of note; but to have earned this 
honour, not once, but five times, argues 
the possession of some unusual charm or 
ability. What, then, is the reason for his 
continued popularity ? Fortunately, Alder- 
man Byrne needs nobody to plead his case ; 
but anybody who sought to do so would 
not lave to look far ior material. He 
would remind us, first of all, that our 
present Lord Mayor has a record of work 
which hardly c:.. be equalled by any of 
his predecessors. With him the office 
has been no sinecure. ' Like every man in 
his. position, he must attend innumerable 
public functions, and we might well 
have excused him if he had decided that 
his duties went little farther. They 
have, however, gone a great deal 
farther. Alderman Byrne will be remem- 
bered as a man who fought persistently 
and with courage for the poor people of 
this city, and never refused help to 
them if he could give help. Under his 
Lord Mayoralty more progress has been 
made in the abolition of the Dublin slums 
than ever before, and we believe that a 
great deal of credit for this work must be 
given to the influence of the Lord Mayor 
himself.

“SABOTEURS AT _ 
WORK.” 


NAZI LEADER’S WARNING. 


— 


From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 


“ God have mercy on all those who try 
to damage Germany by secret sabotage ” 
was the warning to German reactionaries 
and grumblers, and to critics of Germany 
abroad, by Herr Rudolf Hess, Hitler s 
second-in-command in the Nazi Party, and 
Minister without portfolio, in a speech 
broadcast to-night. 
The Minister, whose speech bore a strik- 
ing resemblance to recent utterances by 
outspoken Nazi members of the Govern- 
ment, such as Dr. Goebbels, added, sig- 
nificantly : 

“ We feel that here and there saboteurs 
are- at work in trade and industry, and 
even among officials, but we ‘shall find 
them some time.” 

Herr Hess then invited loyal adherents 
of the Nazi Party to communicate to the 
competent authorities all grounds for Jus- 
tifiable criticism, so that defects could be 
remedied. It was not to be expected, he 
declared, that an organisation of millions 
of men should have only perfect leaders. 
Therefore, it was sometimes not only jus- 
tifiable, but also necessary, to criticise the 
actions of certain lieutenants. But any 
one who ventured to criticise in public 
should bear in mind that he was thus 
helping the adversaries of his people, and 
was often repeating things that agitators 
spread maliciously. 

“In. the political sphere,” Herr Hess 
declared, ‘‘ men who criticise the treat- 
ment -of big problems must be ready ac- 
tually to propose something better.” 

Turning to criticis abroad, Herr Hess 
said that they should not entertain the 
mistaken belief that public opinion In 
Germany had changed. If the National 
Socialist leaders thought it necessary they 
could again to-day, as in November, 1933, 
ask the Germa:. people vhether Germany 
was behind National Socialism or not, 
and the result would be at least as big a 
disappointment for their enemies as on 
the occasion of that plebiscite. 

Foreign countries which were their 
enemies should entertain no illusion. 
Their hope that National Socialism would 
be destroyed was a dangerous one, and its 
fulfilment would be fatal to themselves. 

Referring to talk of a “ second revolu 
tion’’ in Germany, Herr Hess said that 
they. all knew that over a long period of 
history foreign countries repeatedly suc 
ceeded in having Germany defeated by 
Germans. The revolution of 1918 had 
been financed and stimulated from abroad. 
Those who now sought to apply the same 
methods under the name of ‘‘ second revo- 
lution ’’ should not forget that to-day 
they were face to face with a people who 
understood politics, and who would not 
allow themselves to be imposed upon by 
agitators.

Political circles are speculating whether 
the Council of the National Union of Con- 
servative and Unionist Associations will 
discuss India when it meets on Wednesday. 
When this body met in March, it decided 
by a majority that no further resolutions 
on India should be discussed until the 
Joint Select Committee had reported on the 
White Paper proposals, but some Conserva- 
tives maintain that since March the 
definition of the character of the Select 
Committee given by the Committee of! 
Privileges which investigated the charges 
against Sir Samuel Hoare have altered the 
position. The only possible way, however, 
of raising the question of India is provided 
by one of the by-laws, which allows that 
any business can be treated as urgent if a 
majority of two-thirds of the council meet- 
ing so decides. If such a majority should 
be maintained, which is doubtful, there 
would have to be a resolution rescinding 
the previous ordinance that India should 
not be discussed, and a new motion on thie 
White Paper issue. It appears unlikely, 
therefore, that the Council will find time 
for discussion of this important matter. 


Private Armies. 


Sir John Gilmour, the Home Secretary, 
will be asked to-morrow to set up a public 
inquiry into “the  militarisation ot 
politics.” This request will be made by a 
deputation from the Trade Union Congress 
in the Socialist Party, and at the same 
time the question will be raised as to the 
legality of large numbers of persons orga 
nised and drilled in a semi-militar 
discipline and wearing uniform. The depu- 
tation also wishes to discuss the position oi 
the police at big public meetings, and to 
ascertain whether further legislation is 
required to safeguard freedom of speecl; 
and the right of public assembly. In con 
nection with the wearing of uniforms, it 
was noticed .yesterday that among those 
crowding Trafalgar square to protest 
against the Sedition Bill there’ were a 
number of men wearing green jerseys and 
grey trousers, who marched in military 
formation. In the East End there are quite 
a number of these so-called Greenshirts 
and they drill and observe discipline, just 
as the shirted forces. 


Rationing London’s Water. 


Enormous quantities of rain have fallen 
over Southern England, but, large as tlie 
quantity is, it has been insufficient to put 
an end to the water shortage. A meeting 
was held of the leading officials of the 
Metropolitan Water Board to-day, but no 
statement was issued. It is understood, 
however, that, if the rains during thie 
week-end have misled the people of London 


use, compulsory rationing will come into 
effect on Wednesday or Thursday. The 
need to water gardens and sports grounds 
no longer exists, but, even so, it Is 
absolutely. necessary that there shall be a 
further daily saving of 25 million gallons 
The Air Ministry does not regard the total 
week-end rainfall, estimated at 12 millien 
tons in London alone, as more than 
sufficient to water the gardens.

TWO ‘PLANES IN | 


COLLISION. 


THREE R.AF. MEN 
KILLED. 


SURVIVOR SAVED BY 
PARACHUTE. 


ACCIDENT DURING 
INSTRUCTION.

AA UREE officers of the R.A.F. Reserve 
were killed in a mid-air collision at 
2,000 feet near the village of Yate, in 
Gloucestershire, yesterday. 

One officer, the only survivor, saved 
himself by a dramatic ‘parachute leap for 
safety while his ‘plane was hurtling to the 
earth. 

The officers were from the flying school 
of the Bristol Aeroplane Company, 
Limited, at Filton, near Bristol, at which 
inembers of the R.A.F. Reserve of Officers 
are trained The ‘planes were instruc- 
tional Moths, and in each was an in- 
structor and a pupil. 

The killed were :— 

Flying-Officer U. R. L. Shaw, instructor, 
of Knowle Park, Almondsbury, near 
Bristol. 

Flying-Offcer J. M. Darroch. pupil, of 
Doddington Grove, London, S.E. 

Flying-Officer G. P. F. Hills, of Brent 
Knoll, Somerset. 

The survivor is Flying-Officer H. M. 
Kerr, instructor, of Knowle Park, 
Almondsbury, near Bristol. 


LOCKED IN THE AIR. 


From accounts of eye-witnesses the two 
‘planes, which were flying about ten miles 
from their base and not far from the Yate 
civil aerodrome, appeared to have become 
locked in the air. When they broke apart 
one of them shot straight into a field about 
a quarter of a mile from Yate railway 
station. The other, from which Mr. Kerr 
made his parachute jump, somersaulted 
before crashing 100 yards away, and burst- 
ing into flames 

A locaJ man who ran to the burning 
‘plane, Mr. George H. Reeves, of Station 
road, Yate, made an heroic effort to save 
the airman, who was trapped in the 
flaming wreckage. He succeeded in pull- 
ing him out, but he was alréady dead. 

One of the airmen from the other ’plane 
was found lying some distance away with 
his unopened parachute strapped to his 
back. It is not known whether he leaped 
or was thrown from the machine. _ 

‘“T was cycling along the main road 
when I saw the two ’planes collide,’’ Mr. 
Reeves told a reporter. ‘‘ They were about 
2,000 feet up: Their wings clung together 
for some seconds, and then they broke 
asunder. One dived like a hawk into a field 
in Worlock’s farm, four hundred yards 
from Yate railway station. The second 
somersaulted, and finally crashed in 
another field and burst into flames. 

“Í saw a man in a parachute. He 
appeared to have jumped from the second 
machine. He landed in a quarry pond, 
but I could see him get up and walk. 


"PLANE ON FIRE. 

“ I rushed to the burning ’plane. There 
I saw a man trapped in the flaming wreck- 
age. It was fiercely hot, but I managed to 
tear some débris away. I put my coat over 
my head and face, and managed to pull him 
out by the legs. He was dead.” 

Mr. Reeves had his hands burned. 

Another who ran to the wrecked ’planes 
was Mr. Robert Worlock, of Nibley, Yate, 
on whose farm they crashed. ‘‘ I looked up 
just in time to see the airman land in his 
parachute,’’ he said. ‘‘ I ran across and 
saw that he was fairly all right. I went 
on to the nearest wreckage, where I saw a 
man crushed and obviously dead. It was 
some time before we could get him out.’’ 

St. John and city and marine ambulances 
were sent from Bristol. Mr. Kerr, who 
Was injured about the head, was taken to 
the Bristol Royal;Infirmaty.

BOMB THROWN AT CAR: 
FOLLOWERS INJURED.

POONA, Monday 

A bomb was thrown to-day at a car 
in Which the assailants believed that Mr. 
Gandhi was travelling. The Mahatma 
was not in the car, but seven of his sup- 
porters who were, were injured. 

|Nore—A few days after a fortunate 
escape from injury in a motor car accl- 
dent last month Gandhi announced his 
intention of abandoning the motor car 
and other vehicles. Following Buddha’s 
example, he said that he would traverse 
the countiv on foot on his anti- 
untouchability tour. | 

Mr. Gandhi was to have received a 
municipal address this evening, and 
prominent officials were arriving at the 
hall for the function when the outrage 
occurred. 

The assailants aimed their bomb at the 
wrong car. Their desired victim was just 
entering the hall at the time of the attack 
upon his followers. 

Mr. Gandhi’s narrow escape Was appa 
rently due to a mistake made by the Boy 
Scouts’ Band waiting to welcome him. He 
was due to arrive at the Municipal Build 
ing at 7.30 p.m. At 7.23 p.m. a car drew 
up at the entrance. The Boy Scouts 
thought that it was Mr. Gandhi s car, and 
started playing. Almost simultaneously a 
loud explosion was heard. Spectators, 
gathered at the entrance, thought at first 
that it was a cracker. Amid the con- 
fusion that followed Mr, Gandhi's car 
arrived exactly at 7.30, and the Mahatma 
walked i..{> the hall, where he learnt ol 
the incident. 

The injured include the chief officer of 
the Municipality. 

With no trace of emotion Mr. Gandhi 
asked that the programme should be 
carried out. The address was presented, 
and Gandhi left the hall an hour later. 
Meantime, police had been rushed to the 
spot and formed a cordon round the front 
of the building. 

Five persons have been arrested in con- 
nection with the outrage. 

Commenting on the attempt later. 
Gandhi said: ‘‘It will not hinder my 
cause at all, but will make it stronger. 
If they think my body so sinful they 
should have singled me out of the crowd, 
and not injured innocent persons.’’ 

It is presumed that the outrage is the 
work of orthodox Hindus, who are 
opposed to Gandhi’s anti-untouchability 
campaign, and who had t--n doing their 
utmost to prevent the presentation of the 
civil address at Poona.

LORD READING AND 
GERMANY.

“ H the Treaty of Versailles is to be further 
peacefully revised and adapted by the changed 
cond‘tions as existing to-day in Germany and 
elsewhere, the real initiative lies with Ger- 
many, and for the very simple reason that 
Germany is the great Power directly in- 
terested in the: modification of the existing 
system. She can only secure its modification 
by proving beyond all doubt that she seeks 
its modification only for legitimate purposes 
and by methods of friendly and peaceful co- 
operation at Geneva, the seat of the League 
Ní Nations, the body which was created for 
that purpose, and which will remain true 
to it.”’

HE Chancellor of the Exchequer this 
afternoon moved the second reading 
of the Debts Clearing Offices and. Import 
Restrictions Reprisals Bill. The text of 
the Notes which had passed between the 
British and German Governments con- 
cerning the service of certain loans made 
clear, he said, the circumstances in which 
the Government had very regretfully found 
themselves obliged to introduce the present 
bill. 

Two questions arose in connection with 
the position in which Germany found 
itself. The first was whether the difficul- 
ties had been brought about, as alleged, 
by the German Government mainly by the 
action of foreign countries; or whether, 
as was maintained by all the foreign 
creditors of Germany, they were largely 
due to the policy of the German Govern- 
ment itself, and in particular by the policy 
of the Reichstag. The second question 
was whether the payment questions for the 
full service of the Dawes and Young Loans 
would put an intolerable strain -upon 
Germany s resources in the foreign ex- 
change. 

-He did not think that any impartial 
persons reading the British Note would 
think that the answer to either question 
was in favour of the German Government's 
view. In the German Note it was alleged 
that the Reichsbank’s resources had been 
sacrificed in the effort to maintain the pay- 
ment of Germany’s obligations, but he 
believed i; to be a fact that the serious 
diminution in the reserves of the Reichs- 
bank was due to a device adopted by the 
bank which led to the depreciation:of the 
German currency. : 


GERMANY’S CREDITORS, 


During the six months ended March 31 
the creditors of Germany found that while 
the Reichsbank was pleading its inability 
to find foreign exchanges to meet its obliga- 
tions it had released 335 millions of 
Reichsmarks for the purpose of buying de- 
preciated bonds. It did seem strange that 
While this policy was being pursued the 
German Government should maintain the 
impossibility ‘of transferring the very 
much smaller amount required to tulfil 
their obligations under the two Loans. 

“I am afraid,” said the Chancellor, 
“ that I must record, rightly or wrongly, 
that creditors of all countries no 
longer feel the confidence they did of the 
good faith of Germany.” 

He proceeded to point out that, in the 
discussions which had taken place, British 
creditors had offered to accept a suspen- 
sion of the service of all loans except the 
Dawes and Young loans and two other 


minor Government loans. The effect of | 


the offer would be that, out of 800 million 
Reichsmarks due during the current year, 
the German Government had only to find 
100 million Reichsmarks in cash. That 
offer was so extraordinarily favourable to 
Germany that it was incomprehensible 
that it should have been rejected. 


DOOR OPEN. 


The British Government made it plain 
in their Note that the door was open for 
further negotiations, and the German 
Government had decided to send repre- 
sentatives to London in the hope that a 
way might be found to avoid using the 
powers contained in the bill. At the same 
time they could not postpone their request 
to the House to give them the necessary 
powers, which would only be put in force 
if all efforts to secure fair treatment for 
British nationals were unsuccessful... 

The bill provided for the setting up of a 
clearing office, and it also gave power to 
the Board of Trade to restrict imports by 
imposing quotas where discriminatory 
quotas were imposed upon the United 
Kingdom by foreign countries. This latter 
clause was not directed against Germany, 
nor, indeed, against any country in par- 
ticular. It was a clause which had been 
inserted following upon many representa- 
tions from traders that they were in the 
presence of a comparatively new weapon 
in disputes about imports, and they must, 
if they were to deal effectively with this 
new weapon, similarly arm themselves. 


QUOTAS. 


But, though it was necessary to take 
this step, they did not like quotas, and 
he earnestly hoped it would not be neces- 
sary to use the powers contained in the 
bill. He hoped that, if it was proved 
necessary that a clearing office should be 
set up, it would still be possible to leave 
British exports to Germany outside its 
operations. But the clause was drawn 
wide enough to cover any contingency. 
Their first object would be to provide for 
the full payment of interest on the Dawes 
and Young Loans.. As to who would be 
entitled to the benefit of the clearing office, 
it would be all British naticnals holding 
sterling bonds wherever they were resident 
and all foreigners holding sterling bonds 
who were resident in the United 
Kingdom. 

As to the extent of the benefit, 100 per 
cent. of interest on the Dawes and Young 
Loans would be paid, and in regard to 
British issues of other German Loans 
holders would receive funding bonds, or 
better terras than that, according to what 
arrangements were concluded by the 
Germans with the Swiss and Dutch. The 
holders of foreign issues would receive only 
funding bonds, and the determining date 
in order to qualify was not later than 
June 15th last. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


It was inevitable that with a measure 
of this kind there should be a certain 
amount of interference with trade, but 
with a view to minimising it as much as 
possible it was proposed to set up a small 
Advisory Committee, consisting of repre 
sentatives of the Treasury, the Board of 
Trade, the Bank of England, the Joint 
Stock Banks, the Federation of British 
Industries, and the Chambers of Commerce. 
This body would be able to give the 
Government expert advice as to the best 
means of reducing friction and incon- 
venience to the smallest possible limit. 

Mr. D. Grenfell considered that those 
who subscribed to these loans were almos+ 
as much to blame as those who now tried 
to avoid payment. Germany had only paid 
reparations by -borrowing. She had 
borrowed 18.2 milliards to pay repara- 
tions of 10.3 milliards. In other words, 
she had borrowed a pound to pay twelve 
shillings of her debt, and the remainder 
she had used to strengthen her industrial 
and financial position. But the idea that 
we could by tariffs, import regulations and 
quotas solve the problem of debts was a 
wholly mistaken one. 


TO SECURE REDRESS. 


Sir Herbert Samuel said that there was 
no adequate justification for Germany's 
default, and it was necessary and right that 


the Government should take such action 


as was necessary in order to secure redress 
of what was a legitimate grievance. But 
the clearing house should only be made 
use of in extreme and critical cireum- 
stances, because its operation would inter-

GERMAN DEBTS. 


The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day, says:—As Mr. Chamberlain 
stated in his speech, Germany’s threat of 
default makes it impossible to acquit her 
Government of a definite breach of good 
faith. During the recent negotiations in 
Berlin the Jong and medium-term creditors 
made it perfectly plain that they were 
not prepared even to discuss default on 
the Dawes and Young Loans. Moreover, 
the British representatives expressly stated 
that they could accept the terms of the 
moratorium proposed by the German 
Government only on conditions that .the 
interest on these two obligations, which 
constitute-a first charge on the assets of 
the Reich, was transferred in full. Yet 
hardly were their backs turned when an 
obviously inspired Press campaign began 
to prepare the way for the coming default, 
end it was announced a fortnight later. 

No Government could have been expécted 
to tolerate such a barefaced evasion, and Dr. 
Schacht’s behaviour, both before and since 
the Berlin negotiations, has undoubtedly 
strengthened the case for action. The ex- 
change of Notes between the British and the 
German Governments, which was published 
on Saturday as a White Paper, shows 
clearly enough the weakness of Dr. 
Schacht’s apologia. The German Note 
completely ignores the real points at 
issue, Which are, first, that the admittedly 
difficult situation of the Reichsbank is 
due to the financial policy which the 
Government has deliberately chosen to 
pursue; and, secondly, that by modifying 
that policy it could, if it really wished to 
do so, find the comparatively small sum 
of 90,000,000 reichsmarks a year necessary 
to meet the service of these two inter 
national loans. No one denies the obvious 
fact that debts can only be paid ultimately 
in goods or services, and that, therefore, 
Germany must be allowed to increase her 
exports. What the German Note omits to 
mention- is that it is precisely the infla- 
tionary policy pursued by the present 
régime—not to mention the anti-Jewish 


campaign—which has been responsible for | 


destroying Germany s capacity to export.

DRIVER KILLED: ESCAPE 
OF EXPRESS. 


The driver of a local train has died from 
his injuries, three other persons are 
seriously injured, and forty are suffering 
from bruises, cuts and shock, as the result 
of a collision late on Sunday night about 
800 yards outside the station of Houilles- 
sur-Seine, near Paris. 

The accident occurred when a crowded 
local train, which had left the Gare St. 
Lazare in Paris at 10.23 p.m., ran into ar 
empty goods train. The local train is 
stated to have been travelling at 40 miles 
per hour. 

The driver was trapped in the wreckage, 
and rescuers had to work feverishly under 
difficult conditions to cut away the twisted 
steel, while the injured man received in- 
jections of morphia to relieve his suffering.

Formally seconding the vote of thanks, 
the Very Rev. E. 0’ oherty, D.D., said that 
their enemies sometimes eneered at the eccles- 
iastical disputes of the early centuries, made 
merry over the spectacle of rival Popes hurl- 
ing excommunications at each other, and pre. 
tending to shudder at the awful state of the 
Church when Luther was inspired to under- 
take its reformation. ‘‘ We need not,” he 
said, “ be the least ashamed to face facts.” 

There were heresies in the early Church : 
Arius and Nestorius were bishops whose 
teaching was not in harmony with traditional 
doctrine. There was in the Church a rupture 
called the Great Western Schism, which 
caused untold sorrow and scandal to the 
faithful. Finally, there were, during the 
Middle Ages, many abuses which urgently 
demanded treatment. The moral to be drawn 
from all this is that we cannot expect per- 
fection here below, and that while human 
nature remains what it is occasional mistakes 
are inevitable. 


HUMAN NATURE. 


A due appreciation of the shortcomings of 
human nature would not be amiss in those 
who, while calling themselves Catholics, are 
inclined to criticise every action of their 
ecclesiastical superiors and sneer at them even 
while they obey. ‘This form of opposition 1s 
all the more difficult to counteract, inasmuch 
as it comes from within, and signs are not 
wanting that an incipient anti-clericalism is 
striving for expression, even-in Ireland.. The 
ideal preventative to that was Catholic 
Action, which aimed at making the faithful 
active co-operators with the clergy and 
bishops in the work of furthering the interests 
of God and religion.

BIRDS WORTH £9,000. 

Of seven thousand pigeons released from 
Penzance and Milford Haven by the Ulster 
Federation and Ulster Combine early on 
Saturday so far only about thirty have re 
turned.

The crowd were 
shouting offensive epithets about O'Duffy and 
the Blue Shirts. He saw no Blue Shirts on 
the street that night.

Are you a member of a Gaelic football 
club?—I do not know I may be picked or 
not. 

Were you a member of the football club 
at one time, and were you kicked out of 
it?—I was not.

You are not a member of the Gaelic League 
now ?—I am a supporter.

—No. I always admired you. 

Were not you in a public-house on the 
day of General O’Duffy’s meeting, and 
did not you say you were a supporter of 
General O’Duffy’s, and that you would never 
let him down ?—I deny that. 1 endeavour to 
be fair to all sides.

Prisoner—That will do, Don’t be bluffing 
now that you are a republican. i 
Witness denied in further cross-examina- 
tion that he arrested a man named Browne 
to prejudice his case against the Blue Shirts.

Guard Peter Joyce said he saw defendant 
pointing up and down the street to the 
crowd.

(To prisoner)—I was not brought 
around from barrack to barrack to beat up 
Republican prisoners, ae 
Sergeant Jordan said in. cross-examination,

The defendant did not call any witnesses, 
and in an address to the jury alleged the 


case was brought against him through 
vindictiveness. He did not see any law to 
prevent him going to Mohull, his native 


town, walking the streets and talking to 
any respectable citizens he wished. Sergeant 
Crofton’s vindictiveness was carried so far 
that he had cohn Reynolds arrested and 
charged on the same occasion because 
Reynolds had him expeiled from a football 
club. The sergeant’s case against him was 
based on the fact that he had him criticised 
at the Gaelic League for contravention of 
the rules. The conduct of the Guards on 
the occasion was, he said, outrageous, and 
had young men being allowed to paint 
Republican slogans and wipe out the insult- 
ing ones to the President of the State there 
would have been no trouble. Superintendent 
Ryan had said at a previous court that he 
had a document to show that there was an 
organised attempt to seize the Guards 
barracks; if he had such a document let him 
roduce it. He was not criticising the 
yuards in general, but certain officers 
and men in South Leitrim. The story 
of the attempt to seize the barracks was a 
cock-and-bull story. It was an insult to the 
men of Leitrim to say that they would not 
he able to take the harracks if they wished. 
He could have mohilised eighty miles of 
country for the occasion, as was shown, de- 
spite all the forces of the Cosgrave 
régime, He was in the dock, not because he 
was in Mohill that night, but as part of the 
campaign of persecution he had been sub- 
jected to since the days of the Black-and- 
Tans, and the time when by the hirelings 
of Cosgrave he was beaten into insensibility 
by the butts of guns. He was in the dock 
before a jury of his own countrymen, before 
the men of Breffni, who never bent the knee 
to imperialism, because he stood for the 
freedom and independence of this country 
under a republican form of government. 
Judge Sheehy said that people who had 
opinions were entitled to 
express them without being subjected to 
violence or any display of hooliganism. 

‘he jury found the prisoner not guilty, and 
he was discharged; and Judge Sheehy said 
that Superintendent Ryan and the Guards 
acted with forbearance, charity and courage 
on the occasion.

WEEK AT FORD'S 
WONDERS OF A 
CORK FACTORY. 


MOTOR VEHICLES 
WHILE YOU WAIT. 


From Our Reporter. 
CORK, Monday. 


HATEVER the American view of Mr, 
Henry Ford's failure to join his 
'  fellow-motor car manufacturers in the 
United States under the emblem of the Blue 
Eagle, by failing to sign the automobile code 
inaugurated by the administrators of the 
National Recovery Act, Ireland, and especially 
Cork, owes him some tribute for the factory 
which he has built here. 

To-day, for the first time, the Ford works 
on the Marina estate were opered for public 
inspection, This week for the whole of the 
Ford organisation in Cork is “Open House ' 
Week, avd every day until June 29th the 

lant will be open to visitors from noon until 
i p.m. Mass production, the words seem te 
be grim and rather terrifying to a non. 
technical mind like my own, but in reality 
there is nothing like that about the Ford 
orgavisation. It is efficient. The workers, all 
the 350 of them, seem happy and contented ; 
each at his appointed task, either on the 
assembly lines or in the bays adjacent to 
them, and these men are well paid. 


THE BEGINNING. 


It was durin 
Mr. Henry Ford first selected Cork to be the 
site of a large tractor manufacturing plant, 
and, in 1919, when the production on the site 
at Marina began, it was the only works out- 
side the United States of America that pro- 
duced Fordson tractors. The world crisis 
in 1921 and 1922 resulted in the reorganisation 
of the factory for the manufacture of motor 
car parts, and this continued until 1928, when 
there was a reversion to the making of 
iractors. ~ ' 

In 1932 there was yet another change, and 
this resulted in the Irish organisation of 
Henry Ford and Son, Ltd., as we know it 
to-day—assembling no fewer than thirty-eight 
different types of motor vehicle, ranging 
from the little 8-horse power “ Baby ” to the 
big trucks for industrial uses. Since 1917 
£520,000 has been spent on the erection of 
buildings and wharfage at Marina, while dur- 
ing the same period wages and salaries to 
employés of the Irish branch of the company 
totalled £5,500,000. That is the brief history: 
of Ford’s works at Cork up to the present 
time. 


THE MAKING OF CARS, 


Now for the | eg, of the motor cars 
and trucks that we see on the roád. All 
co are im ed direct on to the wharf at 
farina, and go streight into a Customs 
“erib” in the works. where the Customs 


| officer “can decide whether they are liable to 


duty or not in a very short space of time, 
Outside the “crib” the stores are set out in 
long lines, with overhead cranes to facilitate 
handling. In these‘piles of stock it was in- 
teresting to try and sort out which part of a 
car was which. | 

Here one found a pile of pressed sheet steel 
which could be recognised only after some 
time, as the back of a ‘‘ Baby” Ford, and in 
another place would be other stampings 
which Mr. J. O'Neill, the general manager, 
or Mr. G. H. Dring, the sales manager, 
would point out as being some other part of 
the car's body before going on to the assembly 
line. Each stamping is carefully cleared, and 
then it starts its journey on a track which 
moves at a speed of eight inches a minute. 
First a new section is welded on to it, then 
another, and so on, until the pressed steel 
finally begins to assume shape as a motor car 
hody complete, with its coat of varnish. ‘Sheu 
it meets another track on which the chassis 
has been put together. There can 
be no mistakes. Operations are carried 
out in what engineers call ‘jigs,’ 
fittings that ensure the . accurate 
fitting together of any two parts, or what- 
ever else has to be done, whether it is the 
turning of a seam in a piece of metal, the 
drilling of a hole, or the cutting of a piece of 


THE COMPLETE VEHICLE. 


Just before the chassis and the body meet, 
the engine, which has been assembled and 
tested under compressed air, on another 
slowly-moving conveyor, is swung into posi- 
tion, and so the car, gathering its lamps and 
wheels, moves towards the factory gates. 

At the end of the assembly line is a 
sloping platform, and as the finished car or 
truck reaches this the -tanks are filled with 
petrol, oil and water, and so, when it is 
ready .to leave the platform for the delivery 
yard, a driver steps in and drives it off for 
a test. 


THE SERVICE SCHOOL. 


Cork is the service school. where mechanics 
employed by Ford agents throughout the Free 
State receive a thorough practical training in 
the overhaul and repair of the many different 
types of vehicle turned out by the factory. 
The policy of the Ford service after sales 
scheme is, ] was told, to ensure that any 
necessary work on the car after it has been 
delivered to the customer is done, not by a 
handyman, but by 4 mechanic who knows 
his job. This makes sure of a long life for 
the vehicle and a satisfied owner and driver. 
Of course, not all the Marina estate is 


occupied by the Ford Company, Two petrol 
companies—lIrish Shell, Ltd., and the Texas 
Compan (Ireland), Utd. —the Electricity 
Supply Board and other companies have 


established dénóts there, while a big grain 
silo for the National Flour Mills, Ltd.,. is 
nearing completion. The estate has an areas 
of over 120 acres, while its wharf frontage to 
the River Lee is 1,640 feet and is capable 
of accommodating vessels up to 5,000 tons.
